paid according to thely size and carrying capacity. It is reported that pay 
ments were naver questioned and were made without hesitation, During the 
atrike the upkeep of over three hundred men and their families plus the run- 
ning axpeness of the Union were estimated at several thousand Hongkong dollars 
daily, but the Union's financial condition ia good, Both the Canton and 
Shanghai Seamen's Club have representatives in Hongkong, They were reported 
to have given the fesry strikers financial support, 
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
